The month of July brings the 


first real onrush of vacationists to 
the National Forests and Nation- 
al Parks of America, and although 
more and more people are becom- 
ing dependent upon these vast 
public playgrounds for recreation 
and inspiration, there is still some 
confusion 
concerning the basic 


differences 
between a National 


Forest and a. National Park. 


Perhaps the best way to show 


the fundamental differences be- 
tween a National Forest and a 
National Park is to compare the 
Grand Canyon National Park with 
the Kaibab National Forest, since 
this famous National Park sep- j 
arates the two parts of the Kaibab j 
National Forest by a gash in the 
earth a mile deep and eleven miles 
wade known as the Grand Canyon 
of ths Colorado. As one of the 
'world's greatest natural wonders. 
' It fully, typifies the aims of the 
National Park Sendee of the De- 
partment of the Interior which is 
charged with administering it in 
such a manner as will leave it 
unimpaired for the enjoyment of 
future generations. As a rule, only 
lands containing outstanding scen- 
ic, geologic or other natural won- 
ders are included in National Park 
boundaries. Certainly, Gmnd Can- 
' yon National Park fits into all of 
those categories. 


Immediately upon leaving the 


Grand Canyon National Park you 
step onto the Kaibab National 
Forest, which is administered by 
the Forest Service of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture for the pro- j 
tection, development, and use of| 
timber, water, range, recreation 
and wildlife. 


Although hunting is permitted 


on the Kaibab National Forest, j 
thehunter's quarry finds sanctuary I

yon National Park where hunting 
is prohibited. Even the large pre- 
dators, such as the mountain lions, 
are safe from the pursuing hunter 
when they cross into the National 
Park. 


Cattle, sheep and horses are 


grazed under permit on the Kaibab 
National Forest, and mature tim- 
ber is marked for cutting. Neither 
of these practices are permitted 
in the National Park, and lor 
good reason. 


However, the welcome mat is 


laid out for recreation)sts on both 
sides of the boundary line between j 
the Grand Canyon National Park i 
and the Kaibab National Forest. I 
In both park and Forest they may | 
enjoy camping picnicking, hiking 
and motoring while enjoying scen- 
ery unimpaired by billboards, hot 
dog stahds and other forms of 
roadside commercialism. In the 
field of outdoor recreation, both 
the National Forests and the Na- 
tional Parks have much in com- 
mon. 


National Parks and National [ 


Forests came into being in entire- j 
]y different ways. National Parks 
were established, individually, only 
by act of Congress. National For- 
ests were established by proclama- 
tion of the President, although in 
a few States, only by act of Con- 
gress. The earliest National For- 
ests were established by reserva- 
tion of lands in the public domain. 
Under authorization of Congress, 
londs may also be acquired for 
National Forest purposes by pur- 
chase, donation or exchange. 


Rather than conflicting with one 


another the National Parks and 
National Forests complement one 
another. It is fitting that area-s i 
containing superlative examples of | 
the scenic and majestic in nature, 
should be set aside permanently i 
as National Parks whe. they can i 
become vast outdoor museums for | 
the enjoyment and inspiration of 
American citizens. 


It is equally fitting that other 


public lands, less scenic, should be, 
.dedicated to multiple use manage-1 


system so that a variety of pro- 
ducts and services will be made 
available to the public for gen- 
erations to come. 


Whether you visit a National 


Park or a National Forest this 
summer, you will see beauty and 
find refreshment both in body and 
in spirit, for since man does not 
live by bread alone even the most 
callous cannot come into intimate 
contact with nature without fat- 
reaching effects.

TURNPIKES PAVED THE WAY 


As the nation's motorists begin paying an extra 


penny of federal tax on their gasoline to help foot 
the bill for the vast new highway program, it should 
not be forgotten what a remarkable contribution the 
turnpikes have made to modern motor travel in 
America. 


On Aug. 15 at least 95 miles of the 158-mile Indiana 


turnpike will be opened to the public. Thereby, all 
but about 60 miles of a fabulous New York to Chicago 
turnpike netwqork will have been put into operation. 


This fantastic system, free of stoplights, intersec- 


tions, side roads and all the other usual highway 
encumbrances, must of course be paid for by tolls 
forked up out of the motorists' pocket. 


But until now they have constituted an almost 


necessary expense, for these roads have been virtually 
the only truly modern highways in the nation. With 
their great sweep, their great engineering advances, 
they show bold use of the imagination in tackling 
one of our toughest problems.

Even 
before they could be completed, be- 
cause of the wet spell we had, 
they were doing a good job.

On another farm, up Akeley way,

Gage built two diversions. He was 
lucky to pick about the only three 
nice days, in a row, to work his 
diversions. They were completed 
as far as building was concerned 
but he has not been able to get 
them seeded yet. During the sud- 
den heavy rain they had in that 
section, Saturday, a week ago, 
"Walt" was paid back for all his 
costs. He told me they were worth 
four or five times what they cost, 
in that one storm alone. 


The area between, the two div- 


ersions was not rilled or eroded 
even though it was plowed and 
planted in corn, Another area in 
corn above the diversion was full 
of rills from eroded top soil. The 
two areas definitely showed the 
contrast and benefit of diversion 
protection. 


As I wan leaving I told him-: 


would probably bring some visitors 
up to see his diversion and talk to 
him if it was ok. He laughed and 
said, "As long os^you do not take 
the diversion away, you can bring 
anybody you want" 


To date. Warren County farmers 


have indicated that they want soi 
Conservation Service assistance to 
build over four miles of diversion 
terrace. This assistance is in form 
of location, stake out and super 
vision of building. It is obtainec 
through cooperation with the War- 
ren County Soil Conservation Dis- 
trict, the Agriculture Conservation 
Program or the Farmers Home 
Administration.

Harrisburg —Twentv-seven per 


cent of the Commonwealth's resi- 
dents retrained for gainful em- 
ployment during the pa.st year by 
the Bureau of Rehabilitation were 
•45 years of age or over, indicating 
the need for service to citizens in 
the 
middle and advanced 
age 


groups. 


John R. Torquato, Secretary of 


Labor and Industry and Executive 
Officer of the State Board of Vo- 
cational Education for Rehabilita- 
tion said that of the 892 in this 
group, 828 were in the 45 to 64 
age bracket while the remaining 
64 individuals were more than 65 
years of age. 


A survey of the Bureau's activi- 


ties during the past several years, 
Torquato said, shows there has 
been a definite trend to. rehabilita- 
ting an increasing number of Com- 
monwealth citizens over 45 years 
of age or over. 
In 1^47 there 


were 460 rehabilitants who were 
45 years or older while in. 1952 
there were 903. The percentage 
has remained practically the same 
ever since. 


"This is an encouraging trend," 


Torquato said, "particularly when 
we hear of the growing' tendencies 
on the part of some employers to 
withhold jobs from individuals in 
the higher age brackets. This is a 
big step forward in our ciforts to 
overcome resistance to older per- 
sons and is particularly 
note- 


worthy because these individuals 
are disabled." 


The job of occupations in which 


the older rehabilitants were placed 
contrasts sharply with these re- 
habilitated in other age groups, 
Torquato said. 


During the past yeaor 3,337 citi- 


zens in all age groups were re- 
habilitated and placed. In gainful 
employment, and while 17.3 pel 
cent were in clerical jobs only nine 
per cent of this number appeared 
in the 45 to 64 age group and two 
per cent more than 65 years of 
age. Virtually the same percent- 
age applied to all other job classi- 
fications except service occupa- 
tions. In this particular category 
31 of the rehabilitants were over 
65 years of age and 235 were in 
the 45 to 64 bracket.

Employment Reaches An 


Ail-Time High for June 


Washington 
(.JP)—Employment 


reached an all-time high in June 
with 66 % million Americans hold- 
ing jobs across the nation, the 
government reported Monday. 


The report by the Commerce 


and Labor departments showed 
1,055,000 more persons at work 
last month than in the previous 
record month last August, when 
there were 65,448,000 Jobholders. 


At the same time, unemploy- 


ment increased by 300,000 in June 
to 2,900,000, or 4.2 per cent of the 
entire labor force.

Harrlsburg—A new monthly re- 


cord of more than 110,000 samples 
of blood tested in the State's pro- 
gram for control and eradication 
of bovine brucellosis was

lished by the Department of Agri- 
culture during April, 
Secretary 


William L. Henning announced. 


All testing was done at the ani- 


mal laboratory of the Department, 
located near Harrisburg, he said 
The record indicates outstanding 
acceleration of the brucellosis or 
Bang's disease control program in 
Pennsylvania, he asserted. 


As of mid-April Secretary Hen- 


ning issued a proclamation that 
area testing for the disease would 
require signed approval from only 
75 per cent of the herd owners in 
a township Instead of the 90 per 
cent that had prevailed for years. 
Since that time there has been a 
considerable increase in the num- 
ber of township sign-ups and draw- 
ing of blood samples by veterinar- 
ians has Increased proprtionately, 
according to Dr. H. A. Milo head 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry.

An expansion in the Current 


Population Survey, begun last Dec- 
ember to improve Federal statis- 
tics on employment and unemploy- 
ment, has been completed and the 
larger sample will be in 
effect 


when the U. S. Census Bureau col- 
lects facts from a panel of local 
residents in June, according to Su- 
pervisor Walter R. Reynolds of the 
Census Bureau's district office at 
Cleveland, Ohio, which participates 
in the survey. 


The expanded sample consists of 


&bous 35,000 interviewed 
house- 


holds located in 330 different areas 
throughout the country, including 
nearly all of the previous sample 
of 
21,000 interviewed households 


in 230 areas. The increase In size 
and dispersion of the sample im- 
proves the precision of national 


totals and also, and more import- 
antly, the precision of the signi- 
ficant details obtained from 
the 


survey, such as distributions by 
age, occupation, hours worked, and 
length of time unemployed. In ad- 
dition, an expansion will be pos- 
sible in the amount of information 
available for Regions and 
other 


large geographic areas. 


The supervisor pointed out that 


the Current Population Survey is 
authorized by law. This law pro- 
vides that all information about 
individuals be kept in strict con- 
fidence and that only statstical to- 
tals be published. Information ob- 
tained in the Current Population 
Survey cannot be used for tax- 
ation, investigation or regulation. 


Current Population Survey in- 


formation will be collected locally 
during the week of June 17.

DEAD' PILOT IDENTIFIED 


A dispatch from I>unkirk, N. T., 


says the pilot who was killed when 
his plane crashed while taking off 
at Municipal Airport here Sunday 
night was identified Monday as 
Col. Frank J. Spear, 50, of Detroit. 
Spear's Beechcraft Bonanza plung- 
ed to earth shortly after it took 
off from Dunkirk in the face of a 
violent rain storm.
